effort which need not interfere 
with education and can instill

William Ridd, secretary of Great 
Britain's Newspapers Society, ex- 
plained: 


"Public opinion (in Britain* 


still regards this part-time oc- 
cupation as something beneath 
dignity . . . detrimental to a 
bby's physical and mental de-

Well, that's England's privilege 


— to run her society and business, 
and educate her youth, as she1 
chooses. But I have a rebuttal for 
America's side, drawn from 30
